SOCIAL HYGIENE CONFERENCES FOR NONPROFESSIONAL 

WOMEN. 

Social hygiene conferences for nonprofessional women were initi- 
ated during the latter part of 1921 by Dr. Rachelle S. Yarros, 
special consultant of the United States Public Health Service. The 
aim of these conferences was to educate nonprofessional women to 
understand more clearly the problems of social hygiene, in order that 
they may be better fitted to work for the improvement of social 
conditions incident to these problems and to train others for such 
work. In view of the increasing interest in this work, and the 
organization of new study groups throughout the country, there are 
presented here a model conference program and brief accounts of 
the meetings already held. 

These conferences, at which Doctor Yarros was the leading speaker, 
were given under the auspices of the State boards of health and the 
United States Public Health Service, and were also sponsored in 
each case by various women's organizations. The following list 
shows the place, date, and attendance of each, and whether or not 
groups for the further study of social hygiene problems were formed 
as a result.

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The programs were, in general, divided into three sections, which 
presented, respectively, the medical, the legal, and the educational 
aspects of the problem. Speakers of national repute were secured 
through the aid of the United States Public Health Service, and 
local workers also gave their services. The regular program was 
followed by round tables, at each of which one of the above aspects 
was brought up for discussion and opportunity was given for debate 
on local problems. 

The following is a model skeleton program:

It is interesting to note that one of the outstanding features of 
these conferences was the contribution offered by exponents of the 
new psychology to the problems of social hygiene, especially with 
regard to the psychology of the prostitute and the psychology of the 
child. The former, of course, has its bearing directly on preventive 
and rehabilitative measures, and the latter on methods of sex 
education. 

The attendance at these conferences ranged between 150 and 500 
women each, showing that women have a keen interest in the sub- 
jects dealt with and that they are eager to avail themselves of an 
opportunity to learn more about them. The fact that a large por- 
tion of the audiences were delegates, each one being delegated to 
take back to her organization what she had learned at the con- 
ference, makes it evident that the results were much more far-reach- 
ing than would appear from the mere list of attendance. 

As a result of the conference in nearly every case, one or more 
groups of women were formed for the study of social hygiene, so that 
they might continue the work begun at the conference. These social 
hygiene study groups are under the leadership of an able woman in 
each community, and are now following out a course of study and 
reading planned by the United States Public Health Service. 

WASHINGTON (D. C.) CONFERENCE. 

The Washington conference took place October 4-6, 1921, in the 
auditorium of the Interior Department Building. A committee was 
organized to develop plans for a conference to be held under the aus- 
pices of the District Health Department and the Public Health Service. 
The president of the Housekeepers Alliance was chairman. The list 
of patronesses comprised 40 women, well known for their interest in 
public welfare. 

Approximately 250 women attended the various sessions, and 137 
of them registered as delegates from various organizations in Wash- 
ington. Some of the organizations represented were : American As- 
sociation of University Women, Army Nursing Corps, Association for 
the Prevention of Tuberculosis, Business Women's Council, Congress 
of Mothers and Parent-Teachers Associations, Council of Jewish 
Women, District Federation of Women's Clubs, Home Economics As- 
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sociation, Home Service Section, American Red Cross, Juvenile Pro- 
tective Association, National Education Association, National Fed- 
eration of Federal Employees, National League of Women Voters, 
Travelers' Aid Society, Women's Bar Association, Women's Christian 
Temperance Union, Women's City Club, Women's Medical Society, 
Women's Trade Union League, Young Women's Christian Association. 
A women's council was formed as a result of the conference, con- 
sisting of delegates from the social hygiene committees of the organi- 
zations and of other interested women. For six months this council 
has met twice each month to carry out a definite study program, 
mapped out by the Public Health Service. It then amalgamated 
with the District Social Hygiene Society in order to prevent duplica- 
tion of effort, and is now completing the study program as the study 
group of this organization. Its membership is about 200. 

ST. LOUIS (MO.) CONFERENCE. 

The St. Louis conference was held December 5-7, 1921, under the 
auspices of city, State, and Federal health authorities and under the 
leadership of the State venereal disease control officer and the health 
chairman of the General Federation of Women's Clubs. The impor- 
tant women's organizations cooperated. The conference was very 
successful; the meetings were so well attended that the meeting 
place had to be moved three times to larger quarters. About 400 
persons registered. 

A social hygiene study group of about 300 members was formed as 
a result of the conference, and at the annual meeting of the Missouri 
Social Hygiene Association this group was made an extension com- 
mittee of that organization. 

COLUMBIA (S. C.) CONFERENCE. 

Two days, January 10-11, 1922, of the program of the Public 
Health Institute, held under the directorship of the State venereal 
disease control officer, and under State and Federal auspices, were 
given up to lectures for lay women. These meetings were called 
The Women's Conference. The lectures dealt both with child 
hygiene and social hygiene. This portion of the program was also 
under the auspices of the women's organizations of the State and 
was directed by the president of the South Carolina League of Women 
Voters. 

More than 250 women were present at the conference and were 
enthusiastic in their appreciation. 

Following the conference a social hygiene study group was formed. 
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BIRMINGHAM (ALA.) CONFERENCE. 

The Birmingham conference was held January 16-18, 1922, in 
connection with the Public Health Institute, conducted under State 
and Federal auspices. The State venereal disease control officer of 
Alabama was director of the institute, and an officer of the United 
States Public Health Service had special charge of the social hygiene 
conference for laywomen. The conference was sponsored by the 
Social Hygiene Society of Birmingham and by various women's 
organizations. It was attended by 200 women. 

MEMPHIS (TENN.) CONFERENCE. 

The conference at Memphis was held under city, State, and Federal 
auspices, in connection with the Public Health Institute, directed by 
the superintendent of health of Memphis. The women's conference 
was in charge of the president of the Nineteenth Century Club, and 
took place January 25-27, 1922. About 150 women attended. 

A study group was organized as a result of the conference. 

LOUISVILLE (KY.) CONFERENCE. 

The Louisville conference was held January 31 to February 3, 1922, 
during the time of the Louisville Public Health Institute held under 
State and Federal auspices, under the direction of the director of the 
State bureau of venereal diseases. The governor of the Fifth District 
Kentucky Federation of Women's Clubs was in charge of the con- 
ference, assisted by the president of the Women's Club of Louisville. 

Two hundred and seventy women attended, and study groups for 
both white and colored were organized. 

INDIANAPOLIS (IND.) CONFERENCE. 

The conference in Indianapolis, February 13-18, 1922, was con- 
ducted in conjunction with the Public Health Institute, which was 
held under State and Federal auspices and directed by the State 
venereal disease control officer, who is also assistant State health 
commissioner. The women's conference was placed in charge of a 
committee of local women, of which a representative of the Indian- 
apolis Federation of Parent-Teachers' Associations was chairman. 
In addition, the committee included representatives from the Indian- 
apolis Council of Women, the State Federation of Women's Clubs, 
the State Industrial Board, the State Parent-Teachers' Associations, 
and the Indianapolis Church Federation. 

The program included matters pertaining to general public health 
as well as to social hygiene. Two hundred and eighty women were 
present. 

A study group was formed with an executive committee of 14. 
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PITTSBURGH (PA.) CONFERENCE. 

The Pittsburgh conference, of which the chief of the division of 
child health, State department of health, was in charge, was held 
February 20-23, 1922, in conjunction with the Public Health Service 
Institute on Venereal Disease Control, held under the auspices of the 
department of health of Pennsylvania and the University of Pitts- 
burgh. 

The director of the conference was assisted by an advisory commit- 
tee of 28 representative women. Thirty-six prominent women 
served as patronesses. 

This conference was considered one of the most successful of the 
group, for it was a State conference rather than a local one. Of the 
total number of 280 registrations, 119 represented organizations, 65 
coming from Pittburgh and its suburbs, and 54 from the remainder 
of the State. Thirty-two counties were represented and 41 towns 
and cities, exclusive of Pittsburgh. 

Resolutions were passed that the delegates take back to their respec- 
tive bodies the message that the health and morals committees for 
the study of social hygiene be reorganized or revivified — that the need 
for further study of social hygiene be emphasized. 

KANSAS CITY (KANS.) CONFERENCE. 

The Kansas City conference was held April 11-12, 1922, in connec- 
tion with the Public Health Institute, under city, State, and Federal 
auspices, and directed by the secretary of the State board of health. 
The State venereal disease control officer was in charge' of the women's 
conference. 

Women's organizations cooperating in the conference were: State 
Federation of Women's Clubs, League of Women Voters, Parent- 
Teachers Associations, and Women's Christian Temperance Union. 

The conference lasted two days, and 152 women attended. A num- 
ber of local study groups throughout the State were formed as a 
result. 

NEWARK (N. J.) CONFERENCE. 

The women's conference in Newark was held under local, State, and 
Federal auspices, April 19-20, 1922, the week following the New 
Jersey Public Health Institute, which was directed by the chief of 
the State bureau of medical supervision. The chief of the bureau of 
venereal disease control was director of the women's conference. 
He was assisted by a State women's social hygiene committee. 

The conference was sponsored by 280 churches and 118 women's 
organizations, also by 9 State and 14 national organizations. 
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The total registration was 502, the largest attendance at any of 
the conferences. The women delegates attended from various parts 
of the State, their interest having been aroused by meetings con- 
ducted by Dr. Daisy Robinson, of the United States Public Health 
Service. The conference, like that held in Pittsburgh, was of State- 
wide influence. 

A conference similar to those described above was held inde- 
pendently in Chicago, 111., by the following women's organizations: 
Illinois League of Women Voters, Catholic Women's League Protec- 
torate, Illinois Federation of Women's Clubs, Young Women's Chris- 
tian Association, Woman's City Club, Chicago Woman's Club, Chicago 
Woman's Aid, Women's Christian Temperance Union. 

This conference was most successful. Several hundred women 
attended, and of these, 120 were delegates from various organizations. 



LEPROSY IN PARA, BRAZIL. 

The following information regarding the status of leprosy and the 
care of lepers in Para, Brazil, was furnished by Dr. H. C. de Souza 
Araujo, chief of the Service of Sanitation and Rural Prophylaxis of 
the State of Para. 

On March 22, 1922, there were 1,135 known cases of leprosy in the 
city of Para and 104 cases in the interior of the State. No systematic 
attempt to ascertain the number of lepers present in the city was made 
before the establishment by the Federal Government of the National 
Department of Public Health, Service of Sanitation and Rural 
Prophylaxis for the State of Para. Soon after the establishment of 
this service it was ascertained that 900 cases existed in the city. On 
July 2, 1921, the service assumed the technical direction of the hos- 
pital for lepers at Tocunduba, located on the outskirts of the city, 
and installed there the Experimental Institute for Lepers. From that 
date to March 22, 1922, examination of 1,135 declared lepers has 
been made in the city and of 104 in the interior of the State. Noti- 
fication and supervision of lepers are obligatory. Of the 1,135 urban 
cases, 255 have been isolated in Tocunduba Hospital and 66 in their 
homes, the remainder being at liberty, but under medical supervision 
or under specific treatment in a city therapeutic institute. Treatment 
with chaulmoogra oil is being carried out. To March 31, 1922, 
16,727 injections were reported to have been made, with favorable 
results. 

The Federal Government was stated to have under consideration 
the construction of a hospital capable of isolating and caring for all 
lepers in the State of Para. 
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
